_ Broken Bottle. 


We give a. somewhat unique wity of

off. a ragged edge Is left, which wholly 
unfits the bottle for any use whatever.

until 'it reaches the point where you 
would like to have the bottle cut. Then

through 1 There will be a little snapping sound, 


and you will see that the glaes has 
been evenly cut, all around, on a 
level with the oil. The accompanying 
illustration shows the whole process; 


If you wish to carry your experiment 


a Iktle further, and make a number 
of glass rings, you have only to re- 
move part of the oil every time, and 
repeat the process above 
described. 


Pour out, say, half an inch of the oil 
each time and you may easily make 
several ringi half, an inch in breath. 


You will recognize In this experi- 


ment Ihe same principle as in tiie frac- 
ture of a cold glass when hot water or 
hot coffee ia poured into it.

THE SWANPAN. 


Dencrlptioti of Thd Ineenion* Calculat- 


ing Btaehlae. 


The device known as the swanpan is 


a small counting table used by th« 
Chinese to facilitate numerical calcu- 
lations. The Chinese have no figures, 
nor any equivalent for them, but they 
have made use of the Evranpan lot 
many centuries. The merchants and 
manufacturers are usually very expert 
in making calculations; but the labor- 
ing classes are, as a rule, ignorant of 
the simplest arithmetical operations, 
and employ the swanpan in computing 
even a. small amount. 
It Is an in- 


genious little instrument, divided into 
two compartrtents, an upper and 5 
lower, and the compartments are cross- 
ed by slender bamboo rods, tightly 
stretched twine, or, more frequently, 
by iron wires. Two small balls are 
strung on each rod, or wire, in the 
upper compartment, and five on each 
wire in the lower compartment. 
The 


principal use of the upper set of balls 
is to double tbe numerical value ot 
tha lower ones. ,The balls on the Hrst 
wire to the right represent units, the 
next tens, the nest hundreds, the next 
thousands and so on, in tenfold pro- 
gression. By thus using the swanpan 
any sum expressed in figures may be 
shown by the movable balls with ac- 
curacy and surprising rapidity. Chi- 
nese accountants become so expert in 
vising tbe device that, even Jn large 
commercial transactions, they can com- 
pute the sum total in less time than 
it would take to write down the fig- 
ures. In its construction and use the 
swanpan closely resembles the abacus, 
a calculating machine used in mercan- 
tile transactions by 
the 
ancient 


Greeks and Romans. "Abacus Pytha- 
goricus" was anciently a name for the 
multiplication table. In our modern 
schools a kind of swanpan, or abacus, 
is frequently used for teaching small 
children addition and multiplication.
